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Chances of J-M settlement bleak

Prospects for settling the labor dispute that has 
resulted in a lockout of workers at Johns-Manville 
Products Co., appeared bleak today despite the 
personal intervention of Lompoc Mayor E C. Stevens 
Stevens told a reporter last night: I personally feel 
very pessimistic. I don't feel that either (meeting) is 
going to move anyone one way or another ." 
Stevens was referring to a meeting with unionists 
yesterday in the City Hall and to a meeting with J-M 
management yesterday afternoon. 
“ I don’t think there is anything the council is going 
to do that’s going to solve this ” Stevens was careful 
to point out that the council was not taking sides in the 
dispute that resulted in the lockout of workers on Dec 
9. Unionists have walked the picket line since then 
Union 
and 
management 
have 
issued 
gloomy 
predictions for a long standoff in the dispute. 
In a press release issued today, Tom McCall, union 
president, said the meeting with Stevens had been 
arranged on the request of the chemical union’s 
international headquarters. 
On hand for the meeting with the mayor were Art 
Wood, regional vice president of the International 
Chemical Workers Union; Jerry Levine, international 
representative of the 1CWU, and McCall. 
Today McCall listed these meeting highlights: “ The 
union is agreeable to terms as set forth in the City 
Council letter. The union is willing to resume work

“The mayor was invited to sit in on any meetings as 
a representative of the community 
“The mayor indicated that he would contact J-M to 
see if they would agree to a meeting ” 
Today. C A Carlson. J-M plant manager said 
Right at the moment no meeting is scheduled with 
the union. There is no change in the company’s 
position. We’re down for the holidays, but we’ve been 
producing about 20 to 25 per cent of normal by the use 
of supervisory and salaried personnel.” 
In response to questions Carlson conceded that a 
change had to come about in the situation “ At some 
point in time the company and the union are going to 
have to get off the dime.” He referred to the static 
positions of the two sides, then added: “ We’ve given 
all we can give.” 
Relations between the two sides have been 
excellent, but have deteriorated according to some 
observers. George Vance, owner of Lompoc Truck 
Co., 300 North G St., and contractor for substantial 
amounts of J-M products, reported windshields on his 


trucks have been broken and that pickets outside the 
company gates have been interfering with the 
movement of his trucks in and out of the plant. There 
have been no formal charges linking the vandalism to 
the union Teamsters truck drivers have recognised 
the lockout, but supervisory personnel are driving the 
trucks past the pickets 
On the other hand union pickets have charged that 
some of Vance's trucks have been driven so close to 
the walking pickets as to brush some of them. No 
formal complaints have been filed in the picket line 
cross charges 
Workers of the ICWU, Local 146 rejected a final 
company offer only hours before the old labor 
contract expired on Oct 24, but remained on the job, 
vowing

work 
pending further 
negotiations 
That relationship continued until J-M management 
finally locked the company gates on Dec. 9. Only 
salaried and supervisóla personnel were permitted 
inside. 
Some illustration of the goodwill that prevailed was 
seen in the agreement that permitted unionists to 
walk the picket line on company property because it 
was deemed safer than walking on Miguelito Canyon 
Road. 
U.S. gold rush stalls — prices too high

Buying and selling of gold in the 
United 
States 
began 
in 
lavish 
ceremonies before dawn today for the 
first time since 1933, but major dealers 
said gold prices of nearly $200 an ounce 
were too high and the public was not 
buying 
The apparent failure of a U.S. gold 
rush to develop in early U.S. trading 
forced dramatic declines in the price of 
gold on major European markets, where 
the price had risen to record levels in 
anticipation of quick profits when the 
gold ban was lifted at midnight. 
“ There is no gold rush,” said Samuel 
Weiss, a major wholesaler for banks and 
large institutions. “ It is more of a 
funeral march. 
“The public is tired of getting ripped 
off. The intelligence of the American 
public has been underestimated This is 
a good show to Europe that Americans 
are not as stupid as they think they are ” 


“ You wouldn’t believe the lack of 
traffic,” said an officer of a major New 
York brokerage house which received 
only one order. “ It is so minimal it isn't 
even funny. How many times can you 
rip-off the U.S. public.” 


He 
said 
European 
speculators 
thought they were “ going to let the 
pigeons in one more time, and they 
found out the Amercan public is smarter 
than they thought.” 
In Chicago, the Continental Illinois 
National Bank & Trust said only a 
handful of people showed up at the gold 
teller windows. There were no buyers. 


There was slightly more activity on 
com m odity 
exchanges 
where 
speculators order gold for immediate or 
future delivery in a gamble that the 
price will go higher by the time they 
take possession. 


Gold opened on 
the New York 


Commodity Exchange at $189.50 an 
ounce. The opening price on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange was $195. In 
the first 15 minutes of trading, 168 sales 
were made of 2.2-pound gold bars valued 
at approximately $6,000 each. 
On the Chicago Mercantile Exchange, 
674 contracts were issued in the first 30 
minutes. It was the most active opening 
day for any new commodity ever, the 
exchange said. 
Trading activity actually began before 
dawn with lavish ceremonies. Movie 
stars and congressmen were among the 
first to buy gold, banned since the Great 
Depression because of hoarding. 


The freedom to buy bullion was 
celebrated by dealers and pretty girls at 
the Mid-America Commodity Exchange 
in Chicago with a champagne party, 
after which $1.32 million in certificates 
of gold changed hands. 
But in ixmdon, Zurich, Paris and 


Frankfurt, the world’s major gold 
bullion trading centers, the price of gold 
dropped more than $5 an ounce from 
record-high levels. 
Even before major U.S. markets 
opened, the price fell When an early 
rush to buy gold did not develop, prices 
fell even lower. 


Gold fell in London to $187.50 in the 
morning and to $186 50 in the afternoon. 
In Zurich, it dropped to $188 in early 
trading 
In Paris, where gold hit a record 
$201.40 an ounce Monday but closed 
lower, the price dropped to $195.27 
A French trader said “ the trading 
doesn't reflect reality because banks 
closed at noon today. It’s the end of the 
month and a holiday period. We have to 
wait until Thursday to see if today’s 
drop was an accident or a true effect to 
the opening of the gold market in the 
United States.” 


Jury beginning to grapple with Watergate 


Requests Nixon 'Cl A' tapes; long vigil seen 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Bolstered by 
gallons of government cafeteria coffee, 
12 ordinary citizens in a windowless, 
second-floor room are grappling with a 
historic problem: Was there a Water­ 
gate cover-up, and if so, who’s guilty? 
Two and a half years after the bugging 
of Democratic Party headquarters, two 
years after Richard Nixon’s landslide 
re-election and five months after his 
resignation in disgrace, the job of 
solving the mysteries of Watergate has 
at last fallen to a jury. 
The 
ju ry, 
which 
began 
its 
deliberations Monday afternoon, showed 
up early at the U.S. District Courthouse 
and went to work in their windowless, 
second floor room at 9:20 a.m. EST, 
under guard by federal marshals. 


Shortly before 11 a.m., the jury sent a 
note to U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 
saying they would keep working through 
Wednesday, New Year’s Day. 
Their plans could change if they 
reached a verdict before then, but it 
appeared highly unlikely they would be 
able to quickly resolve the guilt or 
innocence of the five former aides to 
Richard M. Nixon accused of covering 


up the bugging scandal. 
Perhaps the jurors’ decision to work 
through the holiday was prompted by the 
Spartan conditions imposed for their 
deliberations. 
Horace 
Webb, 
a 
spokesman for the marshal’s service, 
said all the special privileges which they 
enjoyed during the 13-week trial were 
cut off the moment Sirica sent them out 
to begin deliberating a verdict. 


Jurors deliberating the case today 
asked for a replay of two tapes — June 
23, 1972, when President Richard M. 
Nixon and H.R. Haldeman discussed 
using the CIA to halt the scandal, and 
March 21, 1973, when John W. Dean 
warned of a "cancer on the presidency.” 


U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica told 
reporters in the courthouse corridor that 
the tapes would be replayed for theiury 
in the closed courtroom at 2 p.m. EST. 
He said he would allow defense and 
E 
rosecution lawyers and defendants to 
e present. 
Haldeman was the only one of the five 
defendants —all of them former Nixon 
aides — whose voice was recorded on 
the tapes which the jury asked to be 
replayed.

was

ambiguous” and 
he 
asked 
for 
clarification. In return, he said, he 
received a note from jury foreman John 
Hoffar saying: 
—“ Tape requests: Haldeman-Nixon 
discussion about using CIA to stop FB I 
investigation.” (June23). 
—“ Tape request: Dean’s ‘there is a 
cancer on the presidency’ — to Nixon.”

June 23 
conversation 
was 
recorded 
in three

segments and Sirica said be presumed 
all three of them would be played for the 
iury. The disclosure of this conversation 
last August led to Nixon’s resignation 
from the presidency. 
Dean’s “ cancer" admonition was 
made during a long conversation in 
which he laid out for Nixon the full story 
of what now has come to be known as the 
Watergate cover-up Sirica said most of 
this tape would be replayed 
After receiving tne notes from the 
jury, all of them written on tiny two by 
three inch scraps of paper, Sirica had 
called the prosecution and defense 
lawyers into his chambers.

Plans aired to halve garbage, water rate hikes 


Once-a-week garbage collection under study

A proposed 80 per cent water rate hike and a planned $2.50 
to $3.50 boost in garbage collection rates will be halved if the 
City Council OKs plans advanced yesterday. 
Public hearings on both rate issues are slated for the Jan. 
7 (Tuesday night) regular council meeting, when the council 
will rule on them. 
The city panel met in a noon study session at City Hall 
yesterday to try to wrestle down these latest utility increase 
proposals. 
Coming before the council Jan. 7 will be a scheme to 
increase garbage collection rates by 16 per cent—with a 50 
cent increase in February. This will be enough to pay for 
ongoing operations, City Administrator Gene Wahlers says, 
but “ may fall short of providing sufficient revenue for 


landfill improvements.” It seems that the landfill site 
where the city's garbage has been dumped is filling up. It 
will take some money to prepare a new site. Wahlers also 
estimates that the city’s solid waste fund will likely 
decrease by $36,000 this year. 
So, along with the February 50 cent increase, the 
resolution coming before the council Tuesday, if passed, 
will also set up a city committee to evaluate shifting the city 
from twice a week to once a week garbage collection. This, 
Wahlers told the council, would save around $36,000. 
But, he said, there would be other problems with a once-a- 
week plan, including messier alleys and greater citizen 
expense for more trash containers. The new panel would 
consider these things and also look into how to easily 
identify and provide rate breaks to elderly citizens on fixed 
incomes. 
Wählers’ report left the strong impression that another 50 


cent garbage rate increase next December would be 
necessary if the once weekly pick-up plan were not enacted 
Another point on the savings from the once weekly plan 
was that these savings would only result from the layoff of 
three city sanitation employes. 
The public may be polled on its reaction to having its 
garbage picked up once a week instead of twice 
In another report, Wahlers recommended a 33.57 per cent 
city water rate increase, which undercut a recommendation 
by consulting engineers Brown and Caldwell that the rates 
be boosted some 80 per cent. 
The money from the rate boost would pay for Olive 
Avenue transmission line and a 3.5 million gallon reservoir 
(water storage tank). 
The tank, which won’t be constructed until between 1976 
and 1978 even if OK’d by the council this month, is 
necessary, Wahlers said, to increase the city’s water 


capacity. The administrator said that insurance and fire 
prevention officials recommend that a city Lompoc’s size 
have 11.5 million gallons of water storage capacity for 
droughts and peak fire demand Lompoc has 5 million 
gallons of this storage capacity 
If the city doesn’t act, Wahlers said, a possible 
consequence may be that the state fire marshal could 
declare Lompoc’s fire fighting water reserve inadequate 
and this could boost fire insurance rates throughout the city. 
“ We’re right on the brink of going to a water rationing 
program,” during a dry spell, Wahlers added 
The administrator’s report said that a water rate increase 
is long overdue anyway The city water fund lost $81,790 in 
1972, $126,000 in 1973 and $83,401 m 1974, Wahlers quoted His 
33.5 per cent proposed water rate boost would up the 
average residential bill by $2 38

Hickory Ave. tree uproar 
Beauty group offers owners 
recourse to tree plantings

The Lompoc Beautification 
Commission last night outlined 
proposed changes to the street 
tree 
planting 
specifications 
that should prevent another 
West Hickory Avenue street 
tree controversy. 
At 
the 
same 
time, the 
changes provide recourse for 
West Hickory Avenue residents 
to have the recently planted 
street trees removed from in 
front 
of 
their 
homes 
— 
recourse that is now missing 
from the street tree planting 
specification resolution 
A motion was passed by the 
commission 
to 
send the 
recommended changes to the 
city council’s Jan 7 meeting 
for adoption. Council has final 
say. 
The changes were borne out 
of three meetings of an ad hoc 
subcommittee 
that 
included 
members from the Hickory 
Avenue neighborhood. The sub­ 
committee, 
formed 
at 
the 
request of Mayor E.C. Stevens 
and commissioner Julia Sand, 
met at city hall. 
“I think there was general 
agreement, although no vote 
was taken,” chairman Dave 
Schwark 
reported 
to 
the 
commission. 
The 
main 
cause 
of 
the 
Hickory Avenue controversy of 
Oct., most agree, was that the 
city failed to plant the street 
trees prior to the new owners 
moving into their new homes. 
The 
commission’s 
proposed 
changes stress that “In new 
subdivisions every effort shall 
be made to insure that street 
trees are planted prior to 
occupancy.” 
When this is impossible, “the 
developer shall require each 
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person purchasing 
a 
home 
within 
the 
subdivision 
to 
complete a form, provided by 
the City, stating that said 
owner is 
aware 
of 
the 
impending planting of street 
tree(s).” 
Hickory 
Avenue 
residents 
were unaware that street trees 
were going in their block until 
almost the day of planting. 
(In developed areas in the 
city, the public works director 
must have a resident sign a 
notification form, 
indicating 
approval or disapproval, before 
the city can plant a tree, 
according to the recommended 
changes. ) 
The proposed changes allow 
developers and home owners to 
choose a substitute tree if they 
dislike the one selected to be 
planted by taking certain steps. 
If an owner simply does not 
want a street tree, he “may not 
be required to accept a city 
street tree m the public right of 
way adjacent to his property if 
the owner 
submits to the 
Architectural Review Board an 
acceptable 
landscaping plan 
for the property adjacent to the 
public 
right 
of 
way. 
The 
proposed plan must be as good 
as 
or 
superior 
to 
the 
landscaping provided under the 
street tree program.” 
The proposed changes also 
allow for removal of trees

Police clear 10 burglaries 


Police say they have cleared 10 burglaries, 
one grand theft involving a firearm, and also 
have solved an arson incident at Lompoc High 
School with an investigation that resulted in the 
detention of 12 juveniles. 
One of the suspects is a 12-year-old girl and 
the others range in age up to 17 years, according 
to Lompoc Police Agent Vernon Stevens. 
Stevens said the arrests climax an intense probe 
that began on Dec. 16. He said he and other 
officers had been working 18 hours a day, seven 
days a week in order to crack the case. 
One firearm has been recovered along with a 
variety of stereo equipment, but the biggest 
part of an estimated $3,000 in loot reported lost 
in the various incidents is still sought, Stevens 
said. 
Some of the burglaries date from as long ago 


as last May and some of the cases that have 
been cleared had never been reported, Stevens 
said. 
The first lead that finally led to cracking the 
case, Stevens said, came from the investigation 
of an adult burglary suspect That led to the 
arson at Lompoc High School. In that incident, a 
trash barrel filled with burning debris was 
thrown through a window in the school’s 
counseling office. There was minor damage as a 
result. 
One suspect led to another until all the 
youngsters were in custody. 
Stevens described the 12 as representing a 
cohesive group held together by the personality 
force of a couple of its members. He said it was 
a “pre-gang" group. 
Die investigation was continuing today.

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Managua hostages breathe 
free, terrorists flee rich 
w

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (UPII — Lazio Pataky sat in his living 
room and relaxed for the first time in three days. He thought of 
what he’d just been through and compared it to his World War II 
service with the French Foreign Legion. 
"Many times I’ve played with death," Pataky said. "But in all 
of my 57 years, this has been the most dangerous adventure of my 
life .’’ 
The free-lance writer was one of 13 hostages released Monday 
by a group of leftist guerrillas. The guerrillas flew to asylum in 
Cuba with a 15 million ransom and 14 political prisoners freed by 
the Nicaraguan government. 
The archbishop of Managua, the papal delegate to Nicaragua, 
the Spanish ambassador and the envoy from Mexico flew 
voluntarily to Havana with the guerrillas as substitutes for the 13 
hostages. 
The four stand-ins returned to Managua’s La Merced airport 
Monday night. 
The guerrillas —five men and three women -burst into a 
cocktail party for U.S. Ambassador Turner Shelton Friday night, 
killed host Jose Maria Castillo and three servants, and took 
everyone else hostage. 
"They came in shooting automatic weapons," said Pataky, a 
Nicaraguan of Hungarian ancestry "They were disguised with 
masks " 
Shelton left the party moments before the guerrillas stormed 
the house The kidnapers freed some hostages over the weekend, 
but threatened to kill the 13 remaining captives on New Year’s 
Day. 
Among the hostages were Nicaragua’s foreign minister, 
ambassador to Washington and delegate at the United Nations 
Others were the mayor of Managua and an American 
businessman. David B. Carpenter of Rockville, Md. Carpenter 
was Castillo's son-in-law. 
The government accepted the guerrillas’ demands Sunday and 
flew the |5 million in small bills in from the United States The 
guerrillas, prisoners, hostages and stand-ins were taken to the 
airport Monday.

Pakistan temblor: 
sudden and deadly 


P ATT AN, Pakistan (UPI) - 
Musha Koov stepped out of the 
farmhouse with his two broth­ 
ers to chop wood for the 
fireplace. "Almost before I had 
time to turn around the whole 
house collapsed," he said. 
Koov and his brothers ran to 
the rubble and began digging, 
but their mother and three 
nephews were dead by the time 
the 
wreckage 
was cleared 
away. 
Constable Miana Zar was 
saying evening prayers at the 
police 
station 
m osque. 
"Suddenly the whole building 
started shaking," he said "The 
roof of the mosque caved in." 
Three of Zar’s fellow officers 
were killed in the mosque, but 
rescue workers managed to 
pull 
him 
alive 
from 
the 
wreckage. He had leg and chest 
wounds. 
Officials reported at least 
4,700 persons killed and more 
than 
15,000 
injured 
in 
an 
earthquake that rumbled Satur­ 
day night through a mountain- 
rimmed valley in northwestern 
Pakistan. 
Army officers said today the 
figure was expected to increase 
as 
relief 
workers 
reached 
remote Pakistani areas still cut 
off by landslides. 
Koov and Zar were caught by 
the quake in Pattan, the worst 
hit village in a 70-mile valley of 
devastation 
ringed 
by 
the 
snowy 15,000-foot-high Karako­ 
ram mountain range. 
Pattan, 
a village in the 
picturesque Swat Valley 109 
miles west of Rawalpindi, was 
left a mass of rubble. Many 
villagers who survived the 
quake were later killed by tons 
of boulders rolling down the 
mountainside. 


A pooled news dispatch said 
the village was a scene of 
death, destruction and despair 
Hundreds of shops and houses 
were flattened. 
The army said one-fourth of 
the town’s 10,000 residents 
were casualties —500 killed and 
2,000 injured. 
A hospital worker told rescu­ 
ers how he dug 25 bodies out of 
the rubble with his bare hands. 
Thousands of survivors con­ 
verged on relief helicopters 
begging for food and medical 
supplies. 
The Pakistani army set up 
relief operations in Pattan and 
soldiers combed the hills of the 
North West Frontier Province 
for quake victims. 
Trucks carrying relief goods 
to the stricken area were 
halted by debris blocking all 
roads into Pattan. But army 
helicopters brought in doctors, 
nurses, medicine, food, tents 
and blankets. 
Stunned 
villagers 
carried 
their dead and injured through 
the rubble-strewn streets. Sur­ 
vivors 
picked 
their 
way 
through 
ruined 
hom es, 
searching for loved ones and 
salvageable household posses­ 
sions. 
At 
nightfall 
the 
living 
huddled in the scarce clothing 
that could be found. Some were 
able 
to put 
up makeshift 
shelters but most bedded down 
in the open as the temperature 
dropped to near zero. 
One of the survivors, laborer 
Jamil Khan, mourned the 10 
relatives killed and 10 injured 
in the quake. The dead included 
his 3-year-old daughter and an 
infant son. "My house was 
flattened in an instant," he 
said.

A UPI survey showed most Americans 
considered 1974 less than a blessing. 
Midwest farmers faced the worst drought 
since the Dust Bowl days of the 1930s, inflation 
and recession chipped away at the family 
budget and job security and working people 
queued up at unemployment offices. 
"At Thanksgiving, the only thing I had to give 
thanks for was that there was only about 
another month left in the year," said Willie 
Smith, a laidoff Detroit auto worker. 


John Fischer, sporting a cashmere topcoat 
and an expensive-looking gray suit, looked like 
he was on his way to a board of directors 
meeting. But he was waiting in a Chicago 
unemployment office. 
"Last year 1 made $50,000,” said Fischer, an 
unemployed Chicago advertising salesman "I 
held out as long as I could Now, I’m collecting 
unemployment. I haven’t worked since March 
I’ll be glad when the year’s over ’’ 
Tom Vining, clad in blue jeans and a denim 
jacket, stood in the same line. Vining was laid 
off from his job at a Chicago warehouse in 
September. 
"It took me six months to get a job after I got 
out of the service, ’’ Vining said "I finally got on 
in June Now this. I wish we could have skipped 
the whole year.” 


In grocery store aisles, housewives chattered 
about the difficulties of keeping their household 
budgets intact. 
"Shopping is as tricky as playing the 
stockmarket," said Anna Stroberg, a New York 
City housewife. "You’ve got to buy low, before 
prices go up. You’ve got to hunt for bargains 
The day of one-store shopping is over.

For retired persons living on fixed incomes, 
the year was particularly brutal.

His income is less than $400 a month

"At least, not as a main course We get by on 


lasagne, ravioli, spaghetti We make a little 
hamburger go a long way I’ve been retired for 
three years and this is the worst We eat a lot of 
potatoes. You know how the Chinese name 
years after animals and things’* Well, for us, it 
was the year of the potato." 
Midwestern farmers also had their problems 
with early spring rams delaying planting, a 
searing drought burning away crops and an 
early freeze taking its toll on the crops which 
survived the drought.

LOS ANGELES (U PI) —• Gov. Ronald 
Reagan’s “ retirement” includes plans to write 
a weekly newspaper column, do a daily radio 
show, launch a national speaking tour and 
perhaps write a book. But he says he is not a 
candidate for president. 
The two-term California governor held his 
next-to-last 
“ farewell" 
news 
conference 
Monday, again saying he will be politically 
active when he leaves office next week, but 
passing over reports he has presidential hopes, 
possibly as the candidate of a conservative third 
party 
Ttoe 63 year-old Reagan will turn over the 
governorship to Democrat Edmund G. Brown, 
Jr., next Monday. Reagan said he would hold a 
final news conference in Sacramento, the state 
capital. 
Asked again whether he would seek the 
presidency he said, “ I ’m just not speculating 


that far.” 
In answering a question about a once- 
proposed 
third 
party, 
he 
termed 
it 
a 
“ hypothetical matter.” 
" I don’t know whether it would be practical, 
feasible or necessary,” he said. 
Reagan said he would have a nationally 
syndicated radio broadcast weekdays beginning 
Jan. 20. He said he would record about 10 of the 
five minute programs at a time but also would 
have a “ hot line” to answer topical questions. 
The weekly newspaper column, for Copley 
News Service, will begin Jan. 13, he said 
“ I will begin my first speaking tour in just two 
weeks in Dallas, San Antonio, Nashville and 
Richmond, Va.,” he said. “ Several offers have 
come to me to write a book in 1975, and they are 
under serious consideration.” 
The former movie actor and one-time radio 
sportscaster said he would not endorse specific 


candidates on his radio program to avoid 
conflict with the equal time laws, but will speak 
out “ philosophically.” 
Asked if that would not give him a forum for 
advocating political views, he said, “ Well, so 
can Walter Cronkite —and I was on radio before 
Cronkite ” 
A reporter said that Cronkite was not running 
for political office. 
"Neither am I,” Reagan replied 
He said he felt the main accomplishment of 
his tyro term administration was to “ bring 
common sense to government.” 
Reagan said he will leave office with a $400 
million state treasury surplus and with about 
the same number of state employes as when he 
began. Reagan’s newspaper column, through 
Copley News Service, will reach more than 1,500 
newspapers across the United States and around 
the world.

Buckeyes favored by 6 


Griffin-Davis showdown 


PASADENA, Calif (UPI) — Heisman Trophy winner 
Archie Griffin and Ohio State's Buckeyes, who clobbered 
Southern California in the Rose Bowl a year ago, are 
favored by one touchdown to beat the Trojans again in the 
New Year’s Day classic. 
Griffin, who has one more season left at Ohio State, will 
be matched against Pacific-6 rushing king Anthony Davis, 
who is closing out a brilliant collegiate career. 
For the Big Ten co-champion Buckeyes. 16-1 and No 2 in 
the naftion, and the Pac-8 titlist Trojans, 9-1-1 and No. 4, it 
will be their third straight Rose Bowl confrontation. USC 
won 42-17 two years ago but Ohio State got even 42-21 last 
season. 
Wednesday’s 2 p.m. PST Pasadena classic — Southern 
California’s seventh appearance in nine years—is expected 
to draw more than 100,000 fans. Last season’s game drew a 
record crowd of 106,866 
The Griffin-Davis match is the big attraction of the 61st 
annual Rose Bowl but the brilliant Ohio State tailback 
stressed it would not be a one-on-one battle. Davis finished 
second to Griffin in the Heisman Trophy voting this season. 
‘i ’m a team payer.” Griffin said. "I try to do what's best 
for our team It’s been said Ohio State can win without me 
and that's true Each game 1 want to play better than the 
game before and I want to make this my best game ” 
The Ohio State-USC confrontation could produce the 
national champion since No. 1-ranked Alabama faces No. 8 
Notre Dame in the Orange Bowl on New Year’s Night. 


A Notre Dame upset in Miami could elevate the Rose 
Bowl winner into the No. I spot in the final UPI coaches 
ratings. 
Griffin, the Big Ten career rushing record holder, and 
Davis, the top rusher in Pac-8 history, are two of the seven 
All Americas who will be playing here. 
Ohio State has five of them; Griffin, offensive linemen 
Kurt Schumacher and Steve Myers, defensive end Van 
DeCree and defensive back Neal Colzie Linebacker Richard 
Wood is USC's other All America. 
In addition, the Buckeyes have the 1974 Rose Bowl’s MVP 
in quarterback Cornelius Greene. 
But Griffin, only the fifth junior in history to win the 
Heisman Trophy, and Davis will be focus of most of the 
attention. 
“Arch is not only the best player I’ve ever coached,’’ said 
Ohio State coach Woody Hayes, “but he’s also the most 
popular. He's a wonderful athlete and a wonderful person.” 
Griffin, a 6-9. 180-pounder, has rushed for more than 100 
yards in 22 straight games and has amassed 4,064 career 
yards, including 1,620 in his junior season. 
Trojans fans think Davis is the better of the two, of 
course, and they have statistics to back up their claim. The 
5-9, 186-pound tailback from San Fernando, Calif., has 52 
touchdowns and 3,627 rushing yards at USC. 
Davis ignited USC’s incredible 55-24 come from-behind 
victory over Notre Dame Nov 30 by returning the second 
half kickoff 102 yards for a touchdown

NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - The holiday 
atmosphere of the French Quarter has 
done nothing to help both teams prepare 
but like it or not, seventh-ranked 
Nebraska and No. 14 Florida tangle 
tonight before a national television 
audience in the 41st annual Sugar Bowl.

Like Nebraska, the Gators are 8-3 on 
the season and coming off a loss in their 
last Sugar Bowl appearance. Florida 
dropped a 26-18 decision to Missouri in 
1966, and a year later, Nebraska was 
trounced 34-7 by Ken Stabler and the 
Alabama Crimson Tide. 
“The question of the whole game is 
whether we have a little more speed,” 
Dickey said. “We have to be'faster. If 
we’re not quicker or a little faster 
somewhere, then it’s a cause of a good 
big man against a good little man.” 
Florida linebacker Glenn Cameron 
agreed with his coach. 


“You hear so much about Nebraska 
and how we’re 12-point underdogs, but I

defense. You got to move your 
feet to block the man out. Then 
you meet the ball at the top of 
your jump with your arms fully 
extended. 


I usually rebound with two 
hands if I can, but sometimes 
you got to go up with one. If I’m 
in a crowd, I want to rebound 
two-handed, draw the ball into 
my 
chest, 
elbows 
out 
protecting the ball. But if 
there’s just one guy behind me 
I rebound one-handed. In this 
way you can come off dribbling 
right away. Rebound, snatch 
and whiz away. 
When it’s the other way, when 
a guy gets the rebound on me 
and tries to dribble in a crowd, 
I can knock the ball away from 
him. So I come down and 
protect the ball first, then see 
where everybody is before I 
make a move. Check it out and 
see what’s happening. 
I know when you’re angry 
you can’t play good. You’re out 
of control. I remember Luke 
Jackson once when he was with

rebound and his elbows were 
flying and he was gruntin’ and

During the cold months, fish 
move down deep and become 
more difficult to catch.

Legislative records 


In keeping with his pledge to improve 
the legislative process, Speaker Leo 
McCarthy acted wth dispatch to end the 
secrecy cloaking the spending done by 
the Legislature in its own behalf He has 
announced his sponsorship of a bill, 
introduced 
by 
Assemblyman 
Leon 
Ralph, to remove the exclusion of 
legislative files from the Public Records 
Act of 1968. 
McCarthy, who became Speaker last 
summer, quite understandably awaited 
his re-election for a full two year term 
before proposing changes which are 
bound to step on the toes of those who, in 
a short experience, have come to take 
for granted various emoluments of 
office. In numerous instances in the past 
few years when legislators have been 
quizzed 
about 
their 
use 
of 
mail 
privileges, staff, free gasoline and 
telephones, in questionable campaign 
activities, the ready response has been 
"everybody else is” or "they have 
always done it." 
Neither response would satisfy a 
district attorney if, in fact, laws had 
been 
broken which carry criminal 
penalties. In most cases of abuse of 
legislative privilege and misuse of tax 
dollars the actual transgression is either 
not covered by law or the law is vague 
In any event there has been an absence 
of criminal intent. 
Anyway, as a justification for their 
conduct, it doesn’t wash. Everybody 
isn’t doing what some of the members 
have been getting away with. And those 
that are, haven’t always done it. For the 
edification of those too new to the scene 
to know better, it wasn’t too long ago 
when all a legislator got for his service 
was an annual salary of $1200 and one 
round trip from his home to the Capitol 
every two years. 
The 
members 
didn’t 
have 
any 
secretary, let alone a staff. Ihey didn’t 
even have an office but worked out of a 
schoolhouse type desk on the floor of the 
chambers. Their living expenses during 
sessions came out of their own pockets. 
This is not ancient history. It was the 
situation less than 30 years ago. And it 
didn’t get much better until eight years 
ago. 
Nor were the records of legislative 
expenses part of a hidden agenda until 
about eight years ago. To the contrary 
the legislative attitude to government 
records 
had 
always 
been 
one 
of 
complete openness. 
“In principle there should be no 
disagreement with the basic premise 
that 
all 
records 
of 
governmental 
agencies should be open to the public 
excepting those which by disclosure 
would constitute an invasion of the 
individual’s 
right to privacy.

“Secrecy in government is the most 
dangerous 
threat 
to our 
form of 
government that exists for it breeds 
dishonesty and arrogance and creates 
situations which play into the hands of 
those who wish to bring about the 
downfall

the 
people.” 
Those laudable words are contained in 
an official report of the California 
Senate titled "Public Records Survey” 
and followed a committee study under 
the guidance of Senator George Miller, 
Jr. 
Nothing 
has 
changed 
in 
the 
legislative process or in government 
which would make those principles any 
the less applicable today. And, nowhere 
in his report did Miller indicate that he 
didn’t think they should apply to the 
Legislature. To the contrary he cited as 
the theme for his report A1 Smith’s "Let 
the sun shine on the record” and Harold 
Cross’ "Public business is the public’s 
business.”

before the election It is this prospect 
that gives such an ominous look to 1975. 
With candidates, on

Henry M. Jackson, the leading 
Democratic candidate, is doing He is 
setting out to block the tentative 
agreement signed by President Ford 
and Chairman Brezhnev in Vladivostok. 
And beyond that he will presumably try 
to sink what is ultimately worked out in 
detail under the Vladivostok umbrella. 
In this there is a supreme irony. 
Jackson fought the SALT I agreement 
because it put restraints on the number 
of weapons the United States could 
have. It was too restricting. He is 
opposing Vladivostok and the ceilings 
agreed to there because the way is 
opened, or so he charges, to the 
acquisition by both sides of too many 
offensive nuclear weapons.

Dear Sir: 
While President Ford 
has declared 
inflation as our number one enemy, his 
program fails to recognize that both the 
poor and senior citizens are the hardest 
hit by the twin evils of inflation and 
recession. At a time when creative 
programs 
should 
be 
developed 
to 
alleviate the disproportionate amount of 
suffering experienced by low income 
people, the President instead calls for 
the trimming of Food Stamp benefits 
and the cutting of Medicare and Social 
Security benefits as part of his program 
to whip inflation 
My in judgment, 
these proposals show a colossal and 
appalling insensitivity to the plight of 
low income people during the crisis, and 
have the effect of asking them to carry 
the greatest load and subsidize his WIN 
campaign 
Let’s 
examine 
the 
Food 
Stamp 
proposal, which calls for the trimming 
of benefits by $750 million to $1 billion 
and which will affect 95 per cent of the 
15 
million 
people 
receiving 
Food 
Stamps One example of its effect is that 
a disabled person living on $146.00 a 
month (rent $112.00) who was paying 
$15.00 to buy $23.000 in Food Stamps will 
now pay $21.50 for the same $23 00 in 
stamps. Compare this to the recent food 
price increases 
Proportionately, the 
poor are again the big losers. Butter, for 
example is up nine per cent while 
margarine 
is 
up 
63 
per 
cent. 
Porterhouse steak is up 38 per cent and 
there is talk of a middle class boycott. 
Dry beans, however, are up 255 per cent 
and few blink an eyelash 


The President also wants to cut a 


billion dollars from Medicare benefits 
for the elderly and $400 million in Social 
Security. This affects people on fixed 
incomes who are struggling to afford 
enough to eat, while inflation is driving 
medical and all other living costs out of 
sight. 
These proposals come at a time when 
the defense budget continues to soar 
(Douglas Dill ion, Board Chairman of the 
Institute of World Order, estimates that 
in 20 years we will be spending four 
trillion 
dollars 
for 
defense), 
and 
Congress 
refuses 
to 
trim 
the oil 
depletion allowance and close other tax 
loopholes that benefit the wealthy. Also 
corporate taxes are at their lowest level 
in decades. A Ralph Nader report 
indicates that corporate taxes have 
steadily declined from 33.6 per cent of 
total Federal receipts in 1944 to 14.6 per 
cent in 1974 
Is it unfair then to say that the poor 
and elderly are getting shafted and are 
being asked to carry the greatest load? 
While 
inflation 
and 
recession 
are 
hurting us all, it’s time that we focussed 
attention 
on 
their 
disproportionate 
effect on the poor, and developed 
policies to narrow — not widen — the 
gap

in the months ahead to help focus local 
attention on how inflation and recession 
are affecting low income people in Santa 
Barbara County.

Last May, Dr. Goldsmith left Lompoc to 
practice in Santa Barbara.

Of course, I inquired why he wanted to 
know that information. Dr. Goldsmith 
said he thought I could benefit from 
psychoanalysis 
and 
gave 
some 
undefined reason why he thought so.

Goldsmith, I was feeling lovely all day. I 
returned to the office feeling depressed. 
You can appreciate why, I’m sure. 
— The pushy woman who lives on 
Santa Rosa Road. This woman is of the 
school that reporters know everything 
and everybody. 
It’s not exactly true. 
I called this woman up in August 
because I needed some info. She talks 
pushy and during the conversation I 
made the mistake of asking her who 
some of her neighbors are. 
"My God,” she exclaimed, "you’re a 
reporter and you don’t know who lives 
on this road?” 
Hey, pushy lady on Santa Rosa Road, 
gimme a break. I’m nearly finished 
memorizing who lives where in Lompoc. 
When that’s done, I’ll start learning who 
lives where in the rest of the valley. It’s 
not as easy as you think. 
— The mad hunter turned poet. Last 
summer, I wrote a story that concerned 
hunters and hunting. Hunters, I quickly 
learned, are very sensitive fellows 
because one sent the following letter to 
my editor: 
"Dear Sirs, Kindly tell Stan Tulledo to 
take this lie: ’Your common dear hunter 
in California blasts away at any sound in 
the bush. They kill cows and horses. Men 
like Wilcox track a rhino for nine days. 
They kill their game with one clean 
shot.’ — and (expletivedeleted).” 
Naturally the letter was unsigned. 
Now, if this guy was smart he would 
have written a sensible letter to the 
editor, citing facts and figures that 
prove to the readers what a moron I am 
for writing that paragraph.

During the alarm he 9ounded over 
SALT I, the important gain marked by 
that agreement signed in May 1972 was 
obscured. 
Banning 
the 
antiballistic 
missile except for one agreed site, it 
prevented a race in this department —

dollars. In addition, SALT I put a 
temporary hold on offensive missiles for 
a five-year period.

details

agreement,

negotiations, were owed to Gerard C. 
Smith, head of the SALT delegation, 
more than to any single individual. 
Against this background, his opinion of 
Vladivostok should carry great weight. 
In Smith’s view, it is important above 
all because for the first time the 
Russians are on record about their 
future intentions They have agreed to a 
ceiling of 2,400 missiles with 1,320 
MIRVed warheads. Ten years ago, or 
perhaps 
even 
five years 
ago, 
intelligence on Soviet intentions would 
have been worth any price. 
They may, of course, cheat. They may 
go back on the agreement so cheerfully 
signed at Vladivostok. But there it is on 
the record and cheating or reneging 
would be a piece of willfull folly. As 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Kissinger 
has 
stressed, negotiation can eventually, 
and 
long before the term of 
the 
negotiation in 1965, bring lower levels. 
If 
the nuclear arms race is 
pre­ 
eminent 
in 
the 
coming 
year, 
in 
immediate concern here at home the 
economy is a close second. With a new 
top-heavy 
Democratic 
Congress 
quarreling with a stubborn President 
over what measures must be taken to 
assist the 6.5 million unemployed, the 
end 
result 
is 
likely to 
be 
zero. 
Proliferating Democratic candidates 
will set their speechwriters to work 
embroidering their cures for the current 
ills. 
In the waning days of the old 
Congress, one long-delayed step was 
taken. The Senate passed the trade 
reform act and before the final bell the 
two 
houses 
should 
have 
reached 
agreement. 
This 
was 
with 
the 
amendment 
containing 
a 
Jackson 
compromise on Jewish emigration from 
the Soviet Union. The way will be open 
to U.S. trade with the Communist 
countries of Eastern Europe. 
Why not a moratorium on presidential 
politics? For a year? For six months? 
That is the impossible dream. 
They are already beating the bushes 
from coast to coast. Fred Harris, who 
was defeated for re-election to the 
Senate from Oklahoma, is mushing 
through the snows of New Hampshire to 
get on the starter’s mark for that bogus 
primary nearly a year and a half away. 
And so it will go for weary month after 
month with news manufactured by these 
dubious hopefuls.

In a little update from Dep. County 
Clerk Ann Sweet I learned that the 
number of those who have filed for the 
school board race in March still stood at 
four with four days to go before filing 
closes on Jan. 3. That was a departure 
from recent elections in which as many 
as 10 or 12 candidates tossed their hats 
in the ring. 
The low number of 
candidates this week also was surprising 
for

reason: 
Usually 
the 
retirement of an incumbent — in this 
case John Beattie — spurs interest in 
the race. Now there is speculation 
surrounding the plans of incumbent 
Archie Nogle. His secretary said Nogle 
was in Hawaii and was not due to board 
a plane for home until Jan. 2. Even that 
late date, however would still get him 
home in time to file for re-election. 


Meanwhile school trustees neared the 
witching hour in their recruitment of a 
successor for Supt. Glen Wegner who is 
retiring after 17 years at the helm of 
Lompoc Unified School District. The 
trustees were expected to conduct some 
re-interviews by Jan. 6 to clear the way 
for the announcement of a successor on 
Jan. 28. 


Events stemming from the Record’s 
Christmas 
chess 
tournament 
were 
continuing to surface. The two jackets 
left behind at the tournament site were 
finally returned to their owners. Four 
parents of chess players agreed to 
participate in a booster group to 
promote youth chess. 


In other respects things continue to 
look good for the construction of a 
branch library in Vandenberg Village. 
Superior Court Judge Robert L. Trapp 
was reportedly hospitalized, but not for 
any serious reason apparently. His 
decision denying the contention that 
intermediate 
teachers 
were 
being 
discriminated against was reportedly 
typed and waiting for his signature. That 
was a blow to Lompoc Federation of 
Teachers, coming as it did just before 
Christmas, and it was unclear if any 
appeal would be fielded by the LFT. 


Monday was also a time for reflection 
on a little bit of the past that has slipped 
away from us almost unnoticed. Time 
was when books borrowed from the 
Public Library had the borrower’s name 
written in one the convenient card. The 
practice served an important purpose 
aside from being a record for the 
library.
